LONDON ESCAPES 
DAMAGE IN ATTACKS 


Southern Areas Bombed 
but Nazi Activity Last 
Night Is Described as on 
Reduced Scale — Two 
Day Raiders Shot Down. 


LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP).—Bristol, 
‘one of Britain’s chief west coast 
ports and the gateway through 
which many war supplies have been 
flowing into the industrial Mid- 
lands, bore the brunt of German 
bombing attacks last night, the 
Government reported today. 

Numerous fires were set by the 
raiders and a hospital and many 
other buildings were damaged, a 
communique said. A number of

injured.

Serious Fires 

“Many incendiary bombs | were 
dropped and some _ serious fires 
started” inthe “town on the Bristol 
Channel,” the Government assert- 
ed, but all were brought under con- 
trol quickly. The raid lasted sev- 
eral hours, ending before midnight. 
Defending guns put up the heavi- 
est barrage yet heard over Bristol. 

Among the buildings reported hit 
were a church, a motion picture 
theater and a furniture warehouse. 
The bombed hospital reported 
many broken windows, but there 
were no casualties because patients 
had been removed to the basement. 
Thirteen persons were trapped in 
a wrecked building and a.rescue 
party struggled to.save them.

Will Recommend Change 
in Law by Next Legisla-| 
ture — Points to Com- 
plaints by Voters. 


FAVORS SYSTEM 
USED IN COLORADO 


There a Small Sticker Is 
Placed Over Number 
Used to. Identify Citizen 
in Case of Fraud. : 


The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners will recommend to the State 
Legislature when it reconvenes next 
month the enaction of legislation 
to “tighten up” the secrecy of the 
ballot, Chairman Charles M. Hay 
said following a meeting of the 
board yesterday. 

Hay pointed out that precinct 
election officials at present write a 
number opposite a voter’s name to 
indicate the order in which he 
voted. The same number is writ- 
ten on the back of the ballot before 
it is dropped into the ballot box, 
and voters frequently have com- 
plained, because this procedure de- 
stroys the secrecy of the ballot. 
Details of the new plan to be 
recommended to the Legislature 
have not been completed, Hay said. 
The board, however, favors a sys- 
tem used in Colorado, in which a 
small sticker is pasted over the 
voter’s number on the ballot. Un- 
der the Missouri law, such num- 
bers must be recorded on the bal- 
lot to facilitate investigations in 
vote fraud cases. Depositing an 
unnumbered ballot in the box is a 
felony, 

In political circles it is known 
that politicians sometimes obtain 
lists of voters showing how they 
voted. Crititism of the present 
System has led to the introduction 
Oo a number cf election reform bills 
which have failed of passage. Dur- 


ing the last Legislative session the 


ouse Committee on Elections 
killed a measure that would have 
required folding and sealing of a 
corner of a ballot over the identify- 
ing number of the voter, a plan 
similar to the one being considered 
now by the Election Board. 

‘he Election Board also decided 


yesterday to sponsor a bill in the 


Board of Aldermen authorizing the 
employment of four clerks to a pre- 
cinct for primaries instead of two. 
Since two Republican and two 
Democratic judges nx serve at 
precincts, the new bill would en- 
able election offiicals to divide in- 
to two groups of four and expedite 
the counting of votes. The cost 
o* the additional cl “:s would be 
$9420 an élection. 

Another bill to be recommended 
by the Election Board would set 
the deadline for registration of vot- 
ers 22 days before an election in- 
stead of 15 days. This i: necessary, 
Hay said, because the congestion 
of registrants within two weeks 
of election makes it extremely dif- 
ficult for clerks to get its books 
in shape by election day. 

The last day for transfers of 
registrations would be fixed at 
the same date except for transfers 
requested by persons who actually 
moved after the registration dead- 
line. Lessening the period for 
notifying the board of ordinary 
transfers would help block a po- 
litical maneuver in which some 
political orgahizations in the past 
have -waited until the last day of 
registration and the subsequent 
canvass and then transferred large 
numbers of voters from unneces- 
sarily strong precinets to weak 
ones.

LUMBER DISPUTE 


40 Timber Operations Shut 
Down in Washington, 
Others Threatened in 
. Oregon. 


ARMY CONSTRUCTION

Possibility Closures Will 
Delay Big Cantonment 
Building Program at Fort 
Lewis. | 


SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 7 (AP). 
—More than 40 lumber operations 
in Western Washington were closed 
today by labor disputes, and simi- 
lar shutdowns in Oregon were 
threatened. 

Ten plants were ciosed in Seat- 
tle yesterday, while the nineteenth 
closure at Tacoma completely par- 
alyzed that lumber center’s saw- 
mill operations. Six mills were 
closed at Everett, one each in 
two smaller communities, and five 
logging operations were listed as 
closed. Nearly 12,000 workers are 
involved. 

The stoppage of work came at a 
time when the lumber industry was 
busy as a result of the defense pro- 
gram. It threatened to delay com- 
pletion of the big cantonment 
building program at Fort Lewis. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor Lumber and Sawmill Workers’ 
Union effected the closures in its 
demand for a pay increase from a 
minimum of 62% cents hourly to 
70 cents, and a week’s vacation 
with pay. 

Stop at Picket Lines. 

The mills here were closed with- 
out the employes striking. They 
refused to pass picket lines set up 
by union members from Everett 
and Tacoma, who contended the 
Seattle mills were getting business 
that would be going to the other 
plants if they were not struck. 


union recently signed a contract 
for a 5-cent-an-hour wage increase. 
It was criticised by other members 
of the Puget Sound Council for not 
sticking to the 7%-cent increase 


Union spokesmen, in announcing 
the turning of their attention to 
Seattle, said Oregon would be next. 
Operators offered a 5-cent increase 
at Portland. 

. CIO Demand. 

Members of the rival Congress 
of Industrial Organizations union, 
the International Woodworkers of 
America, have empowered their 
negotiating committee to call a 
strike “if necessary.” In Washing- 
ton, where most 1940 CIO union 
contracts still are,in force, union 
leaders have indicated an intention 
of sticking to a demand for a $l-a- 
day increase in new contracts. 

One break in the stalemate came 
last night at Portland, where an 
agreement was announced between 
the B. F. Johnson Lumber Co. and 
an AFL committee for a 5-cent pay 
increase with a week’s vacation 
with pay. It involves 95 employes. 
The union membership will . vote 
on the agreement. 


OFFERS 4980 PENNIES ON BILL 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 7 (AP).

Gen. De Vecchi Replaced

ROME, Dec. 7 (AP).—Just short 
of a half-year of active participa- 
tion in the European war, Italy 
has made two sensational changes 
in its high command and ordered 
imprisonment and crop confiscation 
for recalcitrant.

Gen. Count Cesare Maria de 
Vecchi di Val Cismon, one of the 
original big four of Fascism with 
Benito Mussolini, resigned today 
his command in the strategic Dode- 
canese Islands and was succeeded 
by Gen. Ettore Bastico.

Cabinet Decree on Crops. 

The Fascist Cabinet, meeting four 
days ago under Premier Mussolini, 
decided on a speed-up in Italian 
war material production and spe- 
cifically provided penalties for mine 
owners who ignored the order.

In Albania on 


Snowy Peaks 


Decisive Battles in 
Wild Area Miles 
From Roads.

WITH THE GREEK ARMY 
SOMEWHERE IN ALBANIA, Dec. 
7.—If you can imagine an army 
fighting its way over the most 
mountainous and inaccessible re- 
gions of Idaho, Wyoming and Utah, 
in mid-January, you will have some 


idea of the epic scale of the Greek'| 


forces’ advance into Albania. Here, 
war seems quite as fantastic and 
nature almost as sublime as they 
were north of the Arctic circle in 
Lapland one year ago. 

This is Europe’s most primitive 
country. Except for the Alps and 
parts of the Pyrenees, these are the 
boldest mountains on this conti- 
nent. The Italians have built two 
long military highways through 
them since I first visited Albania, 
12 years ago, but otherwise hun- 
dreds of square miles of snow-clad 
peaks and narrow valleys remain 
unchanged. 

Only a minor part of the fighting 
is occurring along the few roads 
that exist. All the vital combat cen- 
ters are on precipitous ridges and 
lofty peaks, many of ‘which are 


from 3000 to 5000 feet high. Now 


they are deep with snow, magnifi- 
cent in their whitness, but swept 
by bitter winds and terrible with 
cold: Far below, the communica- 
tion trails are alternately thick 
with mush or gritted with rocks 
and boulders. 


Fighting Heard but Not Seen. 
All this is what. the Greeks are 


fighting against even more than 
against the Italians. Nevertheless, 
the Greek diers battle doggedly 
onwards, taking one ridge after an- 
other, In many places you must 
climb miles from the nearest road 
in order to find them. Men and 
mules alone are capable of tread- 
ing their way up and up to keep the 
troops supplied with munitions, and 
to many rocky heights nothing larg- 
er than machine guns can be trans- 
ported, 

+ This explains why the decisive 
engagements anywhere along this 
front can be heard but cannot be 
seen. 

“Our troops are now on that 
mountain,” a Greek Colonel says. 
He points across a deep gorge and 
then to other ridges beyond, where 
the Fascists are nested. For this 
lookout the snowy peaks rear 


GREEKS PUSH UP 
ALBANIAN COAST 
FROM PORTO EDDA 


Argyrocastro Reported 
Abandoned by Fascists— 
3000 Prisoners Taken, 
Dispatches Claim. 


ATHENS, Dec. 7 (AP).—Italian 
forces were reported today to have 
abandoned Argyrocastro, leaving 
parts..of the inland Albanian base 
in flames. Dispatches from the 
front said Greek troops, advancing 
on Argyrocastro from several di- 
rections, had established contact 
preparatory to occupation. 


Th road between Porto Edtia 
through Delvino to Argyrocastro 
already is occupied by Greek forces, 
it was said. The high. command 
aznounced yesterday that Porto 
Edda, 15 miles southv-est of Ar- 
gyrocastro and the Italians’ main 
sea supply base in South Albania, 
had fallen. A communique last 
night said the retreating troops 
“had plundered and set afire” the 
port. 

Dispatches from the front said at 
least 3000 prisoners were captured 
yesterday, along with more than 
10u howitzers. 

The howitzer was one of the 
Italians “principal weapons in the 
attempt to invade Greece which the 
Greeks turned into a counter-in- 
vasion o. Italian-held Albania. 


Prisoners Transported by Air. 


Many prisoners, it was said, have 
been transported to Greek camps 
in the last four days by plane to 
facilitate their movement over the 
mountairious frontier region. 

Greek units were reported ad- 
vancing from Porto Edda with a 
new battle cry—“Tirana by Christ- 
mas!” Tirana is the Albanian cap- 
ital. 
Greek troops were reported strik-' 
ing full force at Italian forces re- 
treating across the last mountain 
ridges toward the Albanian foot- 
hill strongholds of Chimara, Tepe- 
lini and Elbasani. Beyond these 
key towns the jumbled ridges 
through which the Greeks have 
driven their fierce counter-invasion 
o. Albania drop away quickly to 
he coastal plain and lowlands along 
the Adriatic. 

A Government spokesman 45- 
serted that Greek advance units 
were pushing steadily beyond smol- 
dering Porto Edda in fighting con- 
tact with the Italian rear guard 
which sought to cover the Fascist 


U. S. AID FOR GREECE 
PLEDGED BY ROOSEVELT 
TO RESIST AGGRESSORS 


VALIANT DEFENSE 
ITED IN MESSAGE 
OF PRESIDENT TO 
KING GEORGE | 


Planes and Other Military: 
Supplies Expected to Be 
Sent—Officials Deciding 
What America and Brit-. 
ain Can Spare. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 
(AP). — President Roosevelt 
has assured King George II 
of Greece that his nation can 
look for assistance—expected 
to be in the form of planes and 
other military supplies—from 


the United States in its war 


against Italy. 
This became known today when 
the State Department made public 


the heads of the two governments. 
Replying to a message from King 
George, expressing his country’s ap- 
preciation for Red Cross help al- 
ready given by the United States, 
Roosevelt said: 

“As Your Majesty knows, it is 
the settled policy of the United 
States Government to extend aid 
to those governments and peoples 
who defend themselves against ag- 
gression. 
| “I assure Your Majesty that steps 
are being taken to extend such aid 
to Greece which is defending itself 
so valiantly.” 

Later, an official of the Greek 
Legation said the United States 
had offered his country “any kind 
of help it wants,” including war 
planes, from available supplies, for 
its war against Italy. 

In other quarters it was learned 
the Greeks were chiefly concerned 
with buying materials that can be 
delivered promptly and not with 
placing orders that might require 
months to deliver. 


Question Being Studied. 


Roosevelt did not say what form 
the promised aid would take, but he 
did mention that the Red Cross al- 
ready had sent “substantial 
amounts of funds and supplies for 
the relief of suffering” in Greece. 

It was known, however, that of- 
ficials were studying the question 
of what military supplies could 
be spared without reducing amounts 
being provided Greece’s ally, Great 
Britain. Sumner Welles, Under- 
secretary of State, announced re- 
cently that Greece had appealed 
for aid through the American Lega- 
tion in Athens and the Greek Min- 
ister in Washington.

BiG NAZI RADER 
FQUPPED TO STAY 


Escaped British Skipper De- 
scribes It as Rebuilt Liner 
That Changes Appear- 
ance Daily. | 


« 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP).—A 
masquerading German sea raider 
prowling Southern waters, laying 
hundreds of mines and capturing 
and sinking enemy merchantmen is 
a huge rebuilt passenger liner—so 
large that it has been equipped for 
a three-year voyage of plunder. 

This was disclosed yesterday in 
an interview by Capt. Cornelius 
Arundell, British skipper who was 
imprisoned’ on the vessel for 64 
days after the raider sank his ship, 
the 5207-ton Haxby, near Bermuda. 

The German marauder leads a 
chameleon-like existence, carrying 
elaborate “stage props” to change 
its appearance from day to day. It 
is even equipped with a telescopic 
funnel to further change its super- 
structure, 

A Well Known Liner. 

Capt. Arundell, 49-year-old vet- 
eran of Scapa Flow, in the last 
war, came here from Engiand to 
command an American freighter 
recently purchased by Britain. He 
was bound by Admiralty secrecy 
not to identify the raider, its size 
and other data, but he did give this 
picture. i 

“She was a decent size man-of- 
war, much more than 10,000 tons. 
If you knew her name you would 
be surprised. Her skipper is a 
frigate captain (German rank 
equivalent to commander in the 
American Navy) about 42 years old. 

“She carries six guns, four of 
them broadside and other arms in- 
cluding a huge supply of mines. 

“While I was aboard’ she 
changed her disguise from a Greek 
ship to a Brazillian and then a 
Dutchman. Through special re- 
building and light steel plates she 
could change her entire superstruc- 
ture in a short time. A telescopic 
funnel helped do this. 

Constantly Repainted. 

“Her superstructure was constant- 
ly being repainted—in the mornigg 
it would be white and before night 
it would be buff. This gives you 
an idea of the huge crew she car- 
ried.” 

Capt. Arundel dodged questions 
on the exact size of the crew but 
acknowledged that it comprised 
more than 300 men. 

“She slipped out of Hamburg 
April 6 while the British navy was 
rushing to Norway to fight the 
German invasion there,” he con- 
tinued, “My ship was her first 
victim.” 

Sixteen of his crew were killed. 
Twenty-four survivors were taken 
aboard the raider which then laid 
mines off West Africa. Refueled 
from a Nazi tanker at sea and then 
laid more mines off New Zealand. 
Later the Britons were put aboard 
a captured Norwegian freighter, 
the Tropic Sea, which was scuttled 
by its German prize crew when ac- 
costed by a British submarine. The 
Britons were rescued by the sub- 
marine.

The purpose of the trip, Don- 
ovan’s second to Europe recent- 
ly, was not disclosed.

were under way. 

The Lisbon report said the Unit- 
ed States was expected to provide 
credits for purchases of wheat,

All four companies are engaged 
in production of defense materials. 

Knudsen called on firms having 
defense contracts to make use of 
sub-contractors to ease the strain 
imposed on the machine tool in- 
dustry and so that idle space and 
equipment could be utilized. 

He said that when he assumed 
the job of defense production chief 
six months ago “certain difficul- 
ties” confronted the commission, 
“but today there are none.” 

“The defense program has been 
fully laid out and apportioned to 
manufacturers,” he said.

It began in the Julian Alps in the snow and rain 
and mist of a sodden, late October morning in 1917. 
Hard pressed in the West and still occupied by the 
Russians in the East, Ludendorff had found it nec- 
essary to scrape together what few reserves he 
could find for a blow against the Italians, lest his 
Austrian allies be overwhelmed in a twelfth bat- 
tle of the Isonzo. Having found a soft spot in 
the Italian line, he brought up his men in seven 
forced night marches. Guns were brought up by 
hand under cover of darkness, and on the morning 
of the 24th the preliminary bombardment began. 

After little more than five hours of shelling, the 
Germans and the Austrians broke through at Capo- 
retto. Soon they were rushing full tilt down the 
muddy Val d’Uccea with the Italian army a stormy 
mob before them. By the 28th, the enemy, without 
benefit of transport, was across the Udine; on the 
3ist, he crossed the Tagliamento, surprised by suc- 
cess beyond all expectation. | 
Having lost 600,000 men and no end of supplies, 
Cadorna, the Italian General, early in November 
managed to reform a line on the Piave for the de- 
fense of Venice, only to be forced to turn his com- 
mand over to Diaz. Britislf and French forces had 
been brought up, meanwhile, and there on the Piave 
the rout ended in the deep snows of Dec. 19. 

The analogy between the Alpine campaign of 23 
years ago and the Balkan debacle of 1940 is almost 
complete: mountains and mud, rout and a change of 
commanders. Perhaps Mussolini fears the parallel 
will go farther. After all, what slowed down the 
Germans more than anything else was that they were 
hungry and thaf the Italians had left bursting supply 
depots behind them. 

Two or three chickens per soldier were regarded 
by the invader as more important than two or three 
prisoners, and as Gen. Lecquis, one of the German 
divisional commander said, “A few pigs were the 
height of human felicity.” 

Is Mussolini leaving pigs for the Greeks? 
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MR. JACKSON ON THE SABOTAGE MENACE. 
The FBI will remain on the alert against sabo- 
tage, the public may be sure, but Attorney-General 
Jackson has presented facts and figures that ought 
to calm down some of the excitement over this al- 
leged menace. 

Mr. Jackson doés not rule out the possibility of 
sabotage. He does, however, point out that industry 
is engaged in a great and sudden speed-up program 
which results in accidents, that many inexperienced 
workers or men long unemployed have gone to work, 
that numerous experiments are being undertaken. 
These facts must be considered before leaping at the 
conclusion that every fire, explosion or other mis- 
hap in a factory is the work of subversive agents. 

Even more reassuring than this comment are 
the figures offered by the FBI. In 1939, before the 
preparedness drive got under way, American fac- 
tories suffered 23,700 fires, of which 10,500 were 
caused by explosions, with damage totaling $62,900,- 
000. These statistics should soothe some of the per- 
turbed citizens who wonder why the FBI doesn’t 
arrest a foreign spy whenever a blaze occurs at a 
local factory. 

It looks as if, in addition to the current alertness 
against possible sabotage, a campaign against fire 
and safety hazards in industrial plants is badly 
needed.

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SECRETARY JONES TO THE INSURANCE EXECUTIVES. 

The advice which Secretary of Commerce Jesse 
Jones gave the Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents could not be improved upon. ‘Keep your 
houses so clean,” the new Cabinet member told the 
insurance executives, “that there will be no reason 


The trouble is not with the advice, but that such 
advice has not been followed. Mr. Jones’ counsel has 
been given before—countless times since Charles 
Evans Hughes conducted the Armstrong investiga- 
tion into life insurance malpractices and misdeeds 
in New York a generation ago. 

And yet what did the TNEC’s decorous and calm 
investigation of current life insurance practices re- 
veal? Such things as the forgery of 800 of the 1200 
proxies’ names used in authorizing the conversion 
of a Baltimore company from mutual to stock status. 
Profligate spending by a Kansas City (Kan.) com- 
pany to renominate a subservient State Superintend- 
ent of Insurance. The admission by an Illinois in- 
surance company president that his company had 
loaded policyholders with extra premium rates to 
provide him with commissions of $430,000. The em- 
ployment by the Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents of a St. Louis lawyer to lobby against a bill 
at Jefferson City looking to the establishment of low- 
cost mutual savings bank life insurance in Mis- 
souri. 

Secretary Jones is right. The insurance companies 
should keep their houses so clean that there will be 
no need of Federal regulation. It is because they 
have not; because of just such things as the Central 
States scandal here in St. Louis, that more and more 
people are coming to the conclusion that State reg- 
ulation is inadequate and that Federal regulation is 
necessary. 

Life insurance companies had become sacrosanct 
when the New York World began the exposures

THE COST OF A PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN. 

The Republican City Committee states that it spent 
$66,000 in support of the party’s ticket in the recent 
campaign. This amount does not, of course, repre- 
sent all the money expended in the effort to elect 
the list of candidates headed by Wendell Willkie. 
The State committee reports the expenditure of more 
than $500,000, not including Donnell’s dime. 

The sums used by 114 county committees have not 
yet been tabulated, and beyond these are the contri- 
butions of the national committee and a hodgepodge 
of groups like the Democrats-for-Willkie clubs, All 
poured golden streams into the jackpot. And on the 
other side of the battle-line, the Democrats, whose 
State committee spent almost $100,000, exclusive of 
the funds of local organizations, could hardly be ac- 
cused of parsimony. 

Supposing, however, that in each of the 48 states 
no more was spent in behalf of Mr. Willkie than was 
spent by the regular committee in the single city of 
St. Louis. That total would have been $3,168,000— 
$168,000 more than the limit set by the Hatch Act. 

It may, of course, be argued that all the St. Louis 
money was not spent for the Willkie cause alone. 
That is true, just as it is true that state-wide cam- 
paigns in Nevada and Idaho may have been con- 
ducted at a lesser cost. On the other hand, no one 
can doubt that far greater sums were used in com- 
monwealths like New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

Senator Gillette has already made a guess as to 
the cost of the campaign. He thinks the bill was 
probably $20,000,000 greater than it should have been. 
We are not making our calculation with any idea 
of arriving at the actual amount pumped into the 
electioneering. We are making it to show beyond ar- 
gument that far too much money was spent. 

The effort to reach effectively all the voters in the 
United States must inevitably be expensive. How to 
keep down that expense so that all may have reason- 
able entrance into the political arena is one of our 
major problems. The last campaign did anything but 
contribute to its solution.

Witnesses could 
testify that he was hatched from a dainty blue 
egg in South St. Louis last spring and had been a 
diligent worker, spending a part of. almost every day 
in search of worms and insects. ! 

He resided with Mrs. Gilbert Black, 4409 Miami 
street, who rescued him when he fell from his nest 
and broke a leg. Robi, uncaged, had the run of 
her house until she adopted a baby and decided 
to get rid of him.

A CHECK-UP ON MISSOURI COUNTIES. 

Some standards as to what constitutes efficient 
and economical county government have been laid 
down by the National Consumers Tax Commission, 
which has been urging consolidations as a remedy 
for fiscal and governmental problems’ in many 
states. After consultation with political science ex- 
perts, this organization sets forth the principle 
that a population of 50,000 is required to make a 
separate county setup practical and economically 
feasible, although 40,000 may at times be: justified 
and even a figure as low as 20,000 in certain ex 
ceptional cases. . 

Let us see how Missouri’s 114 counties justify their 
existence by these specifications. A glance at the 1940 
census table shows that only five counties (not in- 
cluding the City of St. Louis) have more than 
50,000 inhabitants. These are Buchanan, Greene, 
Jackson, Jasper and St. Louis counties. Taking the 
lower figure of 20,000 population, which is given as 
the exception rather than the rule, it is found that 
only 39 Missouri counties reach even that total! 

Our counties, and those of most other states, were 
laid out in the horse-and-buggy days, in units small 
enough so that all citizens could reach the county 
seat conveniently. The present archaic result is 
counties of 6000 to 10,000 inhabitants, saddled with 
heavy tax burdens and with sets of officials doing the 
same work as other officials only a few miles away. 

By the reasonable standards of the National Con- 
sumers’ Tax Commission, some extensive mergers are 
in order in Missouri. County jobholders will object

Court decision barring use of building fund tax for running ex- 
penses has cut schools’ income by $168,000 for year; result -is 
shorter term, fewer teachers, curtailed classes and general lowering 
of standards; two moves to solve problem suggested by committee. 


From a Report of the School Study Group, University City League of Women Voters. 


HE tax injunction against the University 
T cy School Board, granted to four local 

taxpayers by the St. Louis County Circuit 
Court last July, prevented the collection of 
a University City school tax of 44 cents on 
every $100 valuation of real estate during 
the current year. 

This tax, called a building fund tax, was 
levied under a State statute and was to be 
used for maintenance of buildings, any sur- 
plus at the end of the year to revert to 
general funds, The injunction was issued 
on the charge that the Constitution plainly 
States that such a tax may be levied only 
for erection of buildings. Investigation 
shows that 200 school districts in Missouri, 
including other cities in St. Louis County, 
are levying this tax, and in many cases are 
using the tax for other purposes than erect- 
ing buildings. 

As a result of the injunction, the Uni- 
versity City school tax for 1940 is $1.38 
on every $100. Of this, $1 can be spent,for 
general school purposes: salaries of teach- 
ers, stenographers and custodians; gas, elec- 
tricity, water, coal, soap and supplies. The 
remaining 38 cents can be spent only to 
retire principal and pay the interest on 
bonds voted by the citizens in the past to 
erect school buildings. 

This year’s tax is 16 per cent less than 
last year’s, and 24 per cent less than the 
rate determined by the School Board as 
necessary to meet its budget for 1940 and 
voted by the citizens last April. The School 
Board estimates that the tax rate for gen- 
eral purposes will bring in $168,000 less 
than the amount estimated as needed for 
this year. Drastic curtailments were, of 
course, necessary.

For 5000 pupils, the University City system 
has six elementary schools, two junior high 
Five 
of these were built in the last 10 years 


with the aid ($425,000) of the Federal Gov- 


ernment. Every school except one is modern, 
fire-resisting and well equipped. 

Average salaries of woman teachers up 
to now have been third on the list in Mis- 
sourk only St. Louis and Clayton’ paying 
more than University City. A 10 per cent 
salary cut this fall has brought the average 
Salary below Kansas City and Webster 
Groves. Average salaries of male high 
school teachers rank ‘seventh in Missouri. 

The usual 10-month school year must now 
be shortened; at present, it is hoped that 


available funds will permit a nine-month 


term. The most serious effect of this re- 
duction is upon the adequacy of the teach- 
ing staff, whose members lose-one month’s 
salary. Because of this reduction, the school 
system has already lost 21 teachers, whose 
positions will not be filled. This means an 
increased teacher-pupil load and is not a 
forward-moving step. It seems evident that 


other good teachers will be released to ac- 


cept more remunerative positions. Further- 
more, all supervisors have been pressed 
into half-time class-room teaching, and ele- 


mentary school principals are serving as 
substitute teachers. 


Mid-year promotions have been of neces- 


sity abolished, and no children may now 


enter school at the January mid-year. Ele- 


mentary school children who entered school 
in mid-year have been advanced a half-year. 


It has been necessary to discontinue provid- 
ing free textbooks for grades 9 through 


12. State law requires the provision of 
, elementary textbooks,

All commercial work in the junior high 
schools has been discontinued; courses in 
higher mathematics, Latin and modern lan- 
guages in the senior high school have been 
curtailed. Competitive sports and to some 
extent extra-curricular activities in the 
junior high school have been eliminated, 
because there are no funds for the necessary 
supervision. Fees are now being charged 
the pupils for supplies and equipment in 
laboratory work, home economics, manual 
arts, music and art. It may be necessary to 
discontinue the kindergartens. 

To maintain the schools on a nine-month 
basis, 90 cents of the school tax dollar must 
go to pay teachers’ salaries. The remain- 
ing 10 cents will barely heat and light the 
buildings. There is no money for repair, 
for equipment, not even for sanitary equip- 
ment. At present, the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciations are furnishing necessary supplies, 
such as soap, paper towels and sweeping 
compound. There is no money to keep the 


libraries up to date. 
* 


From a place of high rank, the University 
City schools are in danger of topping be- 
low the standards required to maintain ac- 
credited status in the North Central Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

The Citizens’ Committee, appointed at the 
request of a citizens’ mass meeting last sum- 
mer, has proposed a twofold plan for solv- 
ing the financial problem: (1) a constitution- 
al amendment which would enable two- 
thirds of the voters in a school district in 
St. Louis County to vote annually to increase 
their taxes for general school purposes over 
the present $1 limitation; (2) a bill which 
would enable school districts in St. Louis 
County to borrow money for general school 
purposes if two-thirds of the voters an- 
nually approved. The second proposal is an 
emergency measure for immediate so0- 
lution of the financial crisis, inasmuch as 
1943 is the earliest time that taxes could be 
collected under the proposed constitutional 
amendment. 


DO GREEKS HATE ITALIANS? 

From the Providence (R. 1.) Evening Bulletin. 
USSOLINI said in a speech the other 
day that the Greeks hate Italians as 

no other people. “The reason,” said he, “is 

a mystery.” 

To begin with, as Dr. Morphopoulos of 
Johns Hopkins University points out, the 
Greeks do not hate the Italians. For cen- 
turies, the two peoples managed to live as 
the best of neighbors, trading together, un- 
derstanding one another, deeply appreciat- 
ing each other’s culture. 

It was in Italy that the Greek scholars, 
fleeing Byzantium in the fifteenth century, 
found haven. It was among the Italians 
that cultured Greeks have found deepest 
appreciation. The Greek people don’t hate 
the Italians. 

At least they didn’t until Fascism began 
a series of insults which no people of any 
independence of spirit would tolerate. The 
Greeks have resented Mussolini’s boastful 
assumption that the Mediterranean Sea was 
his, together with all the people around it 
if he could make them so. 

Greeks do not hate Italians, but the 
Greeks undoubtedly hate Fascism and all 
its works. And the pity of the present sit- 
uation is that Fascism’s latest works will 
breed hatreds to undermine the natural re-

PROKOFIEFF CONCERTO 
PLAYED BY SYMPHONY 


E. Robert Schmitz Heard as 
Soloist in Feature of Orches- 
tra’s Program.

Prokofieff’s Concerto No. 3 in C 
Major for Piano and Orchestra, 
played by E. Robert Schmitz and 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
under Viadimir Golschmann, con- 
stituted the center of interest in 
yesterday’s program at the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium, 

This work is not new to St. Louis 
but it is a long way from. being 
old hat. Like most of the im- 
portant compositions of this com- 
poser it achieves originality of 
style and general character with- 
out apparent resort to purely arbi- 
trary devices. The music, while 
not profound, is fresh and vigorous 
and shot through with a kind of 
——— that is abrasive but agree- 
able. 

In his performance of the piano 
solo part Mr. Schmitz exhibited a 
temperamental congeniality to 
Prokofieff’s special kind of mu- 
sical diablerie, a quality which ex- 
presses itself in lively melodic leaps 
and bravura passages that fall upon 
the senses like an ice-cold needle 
shower. It was a smart, free- 
moving energetic performance 
though a trifle too dry in the sec- 
ond movement. The orchestral sup- 
port was equally energetic. Mr. 
Golschmann did an excellent job 
in keeping a complicated score 
clear and balanced. As an encore 
Mr. Schmitz played the Debussy 
prelude known as “General Lavine, 
Eccentric.” 

New Nordoff Suite. 

Preceding the performance of the 
concerto Mr. Golschmann offered 
for the first time in St. Louis the 
newly composed suite.for orchestra 
by Paul Nordoff, the young Amer- 
ican musician who has appeared 
often in St. Louis both as com- 
poser and pianist. The suite was 
divided into six contrasting parts, 
each designed to portray a differ- 
ent mood and, apparently, a dif- 
ferent combination of orchestral 
colors. 

Both as a whole and in its separate 
parts the suite was consistently in- 
teresting. The composer’s not in- 
considerable gift for melody and 
cheerful color enabled him to carry 
out with success his professed in- 
tention of being entertaining and 
nothing else. Once or twice his 
interpolation of odd touches of or- 


chestral color seemed a little forced, | 


but in general it all had the sound 
ef good-natured music, expressed 
without strain or self-conscioushess. 
After having given his audience 
its periodical ration of modernism, 
Mr. Golschmann served up liberal 
portions of Strauss and Wagner as 
a contrast, or perhaps as an anti- 
dote for anyone who may have need- 
ed it.

WHITE STEED OPENS 
AT LITTLE THEATER 


Paul Vincent Carroll Play 
Deals With Puritanism in 
Irish Village. 


By COLVIN McPHERSON 


For the second subscription play 
of its current season, the Little 
Theater of St. Louis last night 
staged “The White Steed,” prize 
comedy drama by Paul Vincent 
Carroll, whose “Shadow and Sub- 
stance” was seen at the American 
Theater early in 1939. The new 
play may be lacking in the spiritual 
qualities of its predecessor but it 
more than makes up the difference 
in warmth and human understand- 
ing. 
Both plays are concerned with 
the attitudes of priests in small 
Catholic cOmmunities of Ireland. 
But where Canon Skerritt of 
“Shadow and Substance” is schol- 
arly, dignified and determined only 
that reason will prevail over su- 
perstition, the concern of Canon 
Lavelle in “The White Steed” is 
human frailty in morals. The types 
are entirely different. 

Canon Lavelle, who winks at the 
wild behavior of young people in 
the community, interprets the scrip- 
tures broadly and uses a bad word 
or two himself when he feels like 
it, suffers a stroke of paralysis 
and is confined to his wheel-chair. 
A hot-headed young priest, Father 
Shaughnessy, comes in and _  at- 
tempts to curb community laxity 
by instituting a vigilance commit- 
tee, 

The battle from that point on is 
between tolerance and wisdom on 
the one side and puritanical oppres- 
sion on the other and the old Canon 
eventually bests the young priest, 
much tothe audience’s satisfaction. 

From the time its first curtain 
goes up, “The White Steed” has 
the favor of those who see it. It 
is filled with good humor and sly 
interpretation. The settings that 
Gordon Carter has designed, de- 
spite their plainness, have warmth 
and reality. Carter also directed. 

All members of the cast have 
been soundly coached in speaking 
like the Irish and although the 
total effect is hardly that of an 
Abbey Theater production, it great- 
ly surpasses vaudeville imitation. 
Elliot Bergfeld, actor of many parts 
at the Little Theater, makes an 
alert and amusing old Canon La- 
velle, Charity Grace delights the 
audience as his housekeeper, Albert 
Miller plays Father Shaughnessy 
with stern energy and uniformity.

HULL DENIES PLAN 
FOR DESTROYER 


Dispatches Said U. S. Was 


Negotiating to Exchange 
Rebuilt Ships for Use of 


Naval Bases. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull said today 
he is confident there is no truth to 
reports from Mexico City that the 
United States and Mexico were ne- 
gotiating the exchange of United 
States destroyers for the use of 


naval bases and facilities in Mex- 
ican waters, 

In answer to: questions at his 
press conference Hull said he 
hadn’t heard the report. 

Mexico City dispatches said the 
United States was preparing to 
give Mexico from six to 12 rebuilt 
destroyers of the same type re- 
cently traded to Great Britain. 
These, the reports said, would be 
used for training purposes and for 
tightening Mexico’s coast defenses. 

No agreement has been reached 
on the proposed transfer, this 
source said, but added that conver- 
sations had been in progress for 
several weeks between the State

She Keeps Howard’s Hall Audience 
Well-Entertained; Wrote Dia- 
logues Herself. 

The art of the diseuse is full of 
pitfalls. A lone woman, to hold 
an audience through an evening 
without benefit of scenery, props, 
lighting effects er human support, 
must have some touch of that 
highly personalized magnetism that 
distinguishes the reigning queens 
of sophisticated comedy. She has 
to shun a natural temptation to- 
wards overacting, or trying to be 
versatile beyond her ability, else 
she skirts painfully close to the 
horrors of “elocution.”

Federal Appeals Jurist, Joseph W. Wood- 
rough, Replies in Kind—Skit Satirizes 
Non-Partisan Court Plan. 


The Federal and State judges who 
sit in St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty got both praise and a mild roast- 


ing list night at the annual dinner 
tendered in their honor by the Law- 
yers’ Association of St. Louis on 
the Chase Hotel roof.

against the sky on every side. It 
seems almost incredible that any 
of them should be taken when de- 
fended by well-armed men. A feel- 
ing of wonderment comes over you 
as you look. Here, as in Finland, 
soldiers do things which verge on 
the superhuman, and there is a 
semi-madness about the war which 
is commensurate with nature’s 
grandeur. 
Endless Tides of Men. 


The advance.into Albania goes on 
day and night and yard by yard, 
and somehow, eventually and mirac- 
ulously, mile by mile. If it were 
not for these vistas and if it were 
not for the indomitable spirit of 
rough-clad little men, this warfare 
would be just another ugly busi- 
ness. There is something here 
which rises above the highest moun- 
tains and also rises above suffer- 
ing, hunger and death itself. This 
is the thing which, having felt, you 
do not forget. 


You do not see the advance from 
the front lines and only occasional- 
ly do you hear it for any length of 
time, but the advance extends back- 
ward over miles and miles, and all 
the way up you see it as well as 
feel it. Down in the tight, rocky 
valleys and through the jagged ra- 
vines, and over the rounded, lower 
hills, it rolls slowly, doggedly on- 
ward, day and night. 

On the main roads, the advance 
rolls on wheels, hundreds of lum- 
bering trucks, scores of Red Cross 
ambulances, thousands of wagons 
and carts, loaded with munitions 
and supplies. In between plod 
long lines of pack animals, horses 
and mules, led by muddy-footed 
soldiers. From way back in Grece 
they keep coming and coming until 
it seems that everything movable 
ig rolling up and onward into Al- 
bania and that the jaws of war 
will never be able to digest all this 
conglomérate mass of materials. 

When you ride by car at night 
against this seemingly cndless tide, 
it is an unpleasant business. The 
road twists and turns incessantly. 
Mules and men and motor lorries 
keep looming up at you. Every 
sharp curve is a gamble. On many 
of them the roadside ends like a 
table’s edge and its walls drop 
straight down 10, 20 or 50 feet. 


Italian Trucks Wrecked. 


In the darkness you can only feel 
the black pit alongside you but 
you. know that almost invariably 
the Greek trucks take the curves in 
the middle of the road or clear 
over on your side. You also remem- 
ber the wrecked Italian trucks, 
bottom-side up and many feet be- 
low the roadway beside the curves 
which you have already passed. 
This kind of travel is certainly 
more dangerous than most bombing 
raids and a far greater strain on 
the nerves, but the advance goes 
on and on. 
Sometimes you see a dead horse 
or mule lying in the ditch. Some- 
times you pass a desolate pack an- 
imal standing alone and abandoned 
and almost too weak to move, Its 
back has a wide gash of red flesh. 
You understand that it has given 
all it can for the freedom of 
Greece. You wonder what kind of 
mystification dumb creatures must 
feel over the inexorable phenom- 
enon which is knows as war. 
In. the daytime yqu see trucks 


so thoroughly camouflaged that 


Italian aviators could never spot 
them, and there beside the road 
men lay stretched out on the damp 
earth or hard gravel. They sleep 
from sheer exhaustion. 

Ghostly Shapes in Night. 

In the night, legions of men and 
animals spring up.from nowhere 
and long lines of ghostly shapes 
move past you, men prodding 
mules to one side or plodding si- 
lently ahead. One after another, 
the dim shapes move out of the 
blackness, then vanish into it 
again, and the mountains raise 
vague mounds of darkness on all 
sides, the stars too feeble above 
them to penetrate down into these 
gloomy troughs where the advance 
moves on. It is weird and phan- 
tomlike. You wonder how many 
tens of thousands of men and ani- 
mals are moving onward like this 
night after night and when, if ever, 
they will stop. ; 

After many hours along these. 
roads, which lead up to various 
parts of the front, these Greek sol- 
diers always smile and perform 
tasks of the greatest drudgery. The 
other night we came to a place 
where an emergency bridge had 
been constructed across a river. 
The trucks had churned deep ruts 
of mud in the wet soil where the 
new road sloped down to the bridge 
on either side. 

Our headlights revealed scores of 
soldiers at work in the darkness. 
Without even a lantern’ they were 
laying big rocks in the ruts. Their 
hands were covered with mud. It 
was midnight and the air was very 
cold. Swiftly and unceasingly they 
passed rock after rock from one 
to the other, then packed them into 
place. Before daybreak this road 
had a good foundation. 

I saw their mud-caked hands as 
we rode by. They were the hands 
of men who hold freedom at its 
eternal value. They were the hands 
which keep this advance into Al- 
bania rolling on and on. Above all, 
they are the hands with which Mus- 
solini did not reckon. They are 
strong hands, if you get what I 
mean; they are clean. All the mud 
in these wild, lonely valleys will 
never change that. It makes a 
difference when people fight with 
clean hands.

CARDINAL ASSAILS 
“PROPAGANDISTS’ 
URGING U.5.10 WAR 


Archbishop O’Connell De- 
nounces Idea ‘America 
Become Sort of Tail-end 


of Foreign Empire.’ 


BOSTON, Dec. 7 (AP).—William 
Cardinal O'Connell today denounced 
“propagandists” who, he said, were 
attempting to get this nation into 
war, and called on the American 
people to work for a peace “based 
on justice,” instead of on _ the 
“power politics of Europe.” 


In an interview on the eve of 
his eighty-first birthday, the dean 
of the Catholic hierarchy in Amer- 
ica said: 
“Notwithstanding the too preva- 
lent propaganda from all sides, the 
hope and prayer of the American 
people today is that we shall be 
spared the horrors of war. 
“They have taken fer granted 
that the authorities at Washington 
meant what they said and said 
what they meant when they prom- 
ised to keep us out of war. 
“Not only should we keep out 
of the war, but we might well be 
turning our thoughts toward a 
speedy and permanent peace.” - 
Declaring it was hard for him to 
understand “why some of these 
propagandists for war are allowed 
to cry down the normal wish of 
the American people for peace,” 
the Cardinal said: 
“There are certain ex-patriates 
raising their voices in loud accent 
— think you know whom I mean 
—with the preposterous proposition 
that America sink her individual- 
ity and become a sort of tail-end 
of a foreign empire. If this is not 
an example of an exalted hysteria, 
I do not know what it could be.” 
Asked what sort of a peace the 
world sho.'d work for, the Cardi- 
nal-Archbishop of Boston said: 
“You can't have permanent peace 
without justice. That was the 
trouble with the Versailles Treaty. 
It was not just. Power politics 
in Europe is not a basis of justice. 
It’s a basis of imperialism, which 
is the cause of all their trouble.” 
He said that by following the 
principles of justice, brotherly love 
and religion, this country not only 
could maintain its own defenses but 
could contribute toward the main- 
tenance of what he termed “an 
oasis of peace,” to which the war- 
ring nations could look for example 
after they had dropped their arms.

Reading aloud to the family

It goes without saying that I do 
not approve South's bidding. I 
have no great fault to find with his | 
one spade opening, although, of 
course, it was exceedingly weak, 
but it was nothing less than sui- 
cide for him to bid again over two 
clubs, To have opened the hand 
originally, on the rather far fetched 
hope that his partner could make 
a strong major suit bid and thus 
arrive at game, was one thing, 
but to proceed, in the face of very 
definite warning that there was 
no future in the hand, was quite 
another. Granting that South did 
not like clubs, it was far better for 
him “to get out from under” at an 
early stage, and before the oppo- 
nents started to double, than to 
experiment further. 

As to West's bidding, most play- 
ers would be unable to restrain 
themselves from doubling two 
hearts, but West gauged his oppo- 
nents correctly and was willing 
to -wager that a two heart bid 
would be foll6wed by another bid 
from North. Probably, had he 
doubled, North would have bid 
only two spades to show a prefer- 
ence, and the defenders could not 
have defeated that contract as bad- 
ly as they did two no trunip. 

East co-operated very nicely by 
opening the nine of hearts, and the 
slaughter was terrific, declarer hav- 
ing to content himself with two 
tricks in spades and one each in 
diamonds and clubs,
